‘The 61-year-old wife of a 
retired deputy chief of police 
and former city councilman, 
says she may have to live witha 
bullet embedded in her left hip

Mrs. Alston quoted her doc- 
tors as saying that many peo- 
ple have lived with bullets in 
their bones. Attending physi- 


cian Dr. Robert-Falcone could 
not, be reached for comments 
Monday. 

Mrs. Alston said her hus- 
band, Harvey Alston, has been 
home for a year, recuperating 
from congestive heart failure. 

Columbus police said Mrs. 
Alston drove to the drive-thru 
window of Huntington National 
Bank, at 528N. High St., about 
7:58 a.m., just before heading 
for work at the Second Avenue 
Elementary School, where she 
is fourth and fifth grade 
teacher. 

Mrs. Alston, holding a hand- 
ful of get-well cards sent to her 
by her students, recalled the 
nhightmare:"The firsttime | saw 
the man, he was standing there 
with a cocked gun, and he 
asked me to open the door. 
Then, | thought he wanted to 


get inand take my car from me, 
so | said, “no.” 

“And that was my first 
impulse. | kept watching him 
and the gun in his hand, and 
‘suddenly, | heard a shot. Then, 
| thought | was going to die. | 
could have been killed if the 
bullet had hit me in the heart.” 

Robbery squad Sgt. John 
Warren told The CALL & POST 
that the bullet deflected and hit 

rs. Alston in her left hip. 

She was rushed to Grant 
Hospital, where she received 
treatment, Warren said. 

Columbus police have 
charged George Joseph West- 
brook, 28, with aggravated 
robbery in connection with the 
incident. Westbrook,-of 43 S. 
Monroe Ave., was being held in 
the Franklin County jail Mon-

However heinous the attempts to abuse insanity plead- 
ings. there are some defendants whose interests would be 
best served_pby the insanity plea, like Reginald Brooks, Sr., 


the-East-Cleveland-tather- accused of murdering his three _ 


sons as they slept. Brooks was tried by a three-judge panel 
who never considered the insanity plea although circum- 
stances and family history indicated such a plea should 


have been entertained. 


The latest version of :he law, enacted in haste. after the 
mastermind behind the killing of a wealthy supermarket 
executive was found not guilty by reason of insanity, 
requires that a defendant prove himself insane. That is a 
1¢ (perversion of American common law which accepts the 
veracity of the accused pleas and requires the prosecution 
to prove its case beyond a reasonable doubt.

Of today’s American scene. It will 


anger you, or should. if you have 
an ounce of humanity or charity 
for those inour midst who have not 
developed enough wealth and 
power to defend themselves. 

Norfolk, Virginia, a peaceful city 
of 290;000 is about 67 percent 
White with a school enrollment 
that is 70 percent Black. The 
debate over busing is split into 
three factions: the school board 
which has voted fora reduced bus- 
ing plan among the elementary 
school children only; two mainly 
middle-class Black pro-busing 
groups who want no reduction in 
busing at all: and a group of low- 
income Black parents who agree 
with the school bodrd. They are 
bearing the brunt of busing and 
getting little in return for it 

Power is also what some of the 
middle-class established Black 
leaders in Norfolk want. Busing for 
integration seems to be a smoke 
screen for getting it. 

By creating a furor for more race 
mixing inthe schools and. demand- 
ing continued busing of Black 
children from Black neighbor- 
hoods across town to White 
neighborhoods; and demanding 
that White children also be tor- 
mented in the same process, the 
pro-busing.integrationist deny the 
actual parents, mostly Black and 
poor. any role in deciding whether 
they want continued busing 

While the debate boils, the 
Whites run: “White flight” they call 
it. When the majority of the city is 
Black, the promoters of hypocrisy 
plan to be elected and appointed 
to the city’s highest offices. The 


poor Black families, of course, 
bear the burden of this busing 
scam 

In Norfolk, it almost worked, but 
the real “Whites” stopped the bus 
Earlean and Nelson White may be 
poor; Black and grass roots, but 
they are not stupid -- nor.any 
where nearit. Anu that was the big 
miscalculation that the would-be 
Black power brokers overlooked. 

At first, Earlean and Nelson were- 
n't too smart. They believed that 
their children were merely the 
innocent victims Qf insensitive 
middle-class Blacks with no child- 


ren in the schools who were 
naively exploiting their children 
for busing for integration, believ- 
ing again innocently, that White 
people were superior and it would 
rub off.

issue of busing for racial mixture. 
The dissident Black voices are 
led by PIN Chairman Earlean 
White, a housewife, and her hus- 
band Nelson, a 44-year-old house 
painter. The Whites have five 
childrenin the public schools and 
believe that the children are “vic- 
tims of racial politics” in which an 
insensitive Black middle class is 
using the busing issue for political 
gain at the expense of the poor. 
Mrs. White went from door to 
door in the lower-income housing 
projects to collect 1,200 signa- 
tures on petitions from Black par- 
ents. She said about these dissi- 
dent Black voices: “We feel like we 
have sacrificed 11 years of child- 
ren, because Black children have 
regressed badly. We're not willing 
to sacrifice any more Black child- 
ren, be they mine or anybody 


While the Whites bear the 
burden of busing, they are abused 
by the local Black leadership and 
vilified on the Black-owned radio 
Station with such personal 
attacks as: “Dancing to the White 
man’s music;” “Not being in their 
right mind;” and “Being used.” But 
these slurs have not stopped PIN 
or broken their spirit. 

The majority of Blacks across 
the country, like the grass roots 
Blacks in Norfolk, oppose busing 
for integration. Dr. Constance E. 
Clayton, Philadelphia's first Black 
school superintendent, ruled out 
forced busing. “There is abso- 
lutely noconstituency among par- 
ents -- Blacks, Hispanic or White 
--for a mandatory plan,” she said. 

A cartoon in the St. Louis Globe 
Democrat showed a Black man 
(“Black majority for neighborhood 
schools”) being lashed by a whip 
(“forced busing”) in the hands ofa 
federal judge. 

A study in. St. Louis by a univer- 
sity professor just concluded that 
Blacks want improved neighbor- 
hood schools as an alternative to 
chasing. White people. Only 3.7 
percent wanted more busing: 71.5 
percent wanted improved neigh- 
borhood schools. 

In Norfolk, the grass roots 
movement of Black parents is 
reminiscent of Rosa Parks’ refusal 
to surrender her seat on a bus toa 
White man and Alabama Jim Crow 
laws. She resisted because her 
feet were tired. But her innocent 
bravery fueled the famous Mont- 
gomery bus boycott and the civil 
rights*movement of the ‘60s. 

“Their Feet Hurt"-in Norfolk 
They can't take it any more, not 
from Whites and not from Blacks.

Sen. Dole Defends Martin Luther King Holiday 


U.S. Sen. Bob Dole, a Republi- 
can of Kansas, has written a mas- 
terpiece in defense of legislation 
designating the birthday of Dr 
Martin Luther King Jr., a legal pub- 
lic holiday. He is chairman of the 
Judiciary Subcommittee on the 
Courts and will serve as the Senate 
floor manager of the. debate when 
H.R. 3706 is taken up for a vote, 


following the Columbus Day - 


recess 

Dole, a staunch supporter of the 
King’ holiday legislation, harshly 
criticized those who oppose the 
measure, arguing that King was 
too radical. or that the holiday 
would cost too much. 

Excerpts from Deles' historical 
document follow. 

“In America, the home of the 
brave and the land of the free, it 
wae sagregation that wee radical, 
denial “of ‘opportunity that was 
revolutionary and the smothering 
uf individual hope that was an 
affront to decency. Thanks to Dr. 
King more than anyone else, 
America renewed her alliance with 
true democracy 

“She listened to the voices of her 
oppressed. She caught the rhythm 
of their suffering, and she brought 
it in from the streets to the halls of 
Congress and centers of power. 
She wrote new laws to strikedown 
old barriers. She built bridges in 
place of walis. She Invited the 


black man and woman into the 
mainstream of American society -- 
and in doing so, opened the way 
for women, the disabled, and other 
minorities who found their own 
voice in the civil rights movement.” 
+ Commenting on the “too much 
costargument, Bole made the fol- 
lowing observation: “It might cost 


$18 million or $173 million, oreven 
billions, we are told. But let's 
assume for the moment that they 
are accurate. Since when did a dol- 
lar sign take. its place atop the 
moral cade? And tn thaea who 
worry about cost, | would suggest 
they hurry. back to their pocket 
calculators and estimate the cost 
of 300 years of slavery, followed by 
a century or more of economic, 
political and social exclusion and 
discrimination.” 

To those who contend that Dr. 
King was too controversial a figure 
to merit such a tribute, Dole said. / 

“They forgot that George 
Washington himself. was called a 
tyrant during his second term in 
office. Or they suggest that this 
added holiday is somehow the 


exciusive property of black 
Americans.” 

“That is like saying that Colum- 
bus Day is exclusively for Italian 
Americans, or Labor Day is 
reserved for union members. In my 
Opinion, we can all profit from a 
nationatretiectioron the taittr that 
binds together a diverse people,

Ohio Colored Womens Clubs 
Fight To Defeat Issues 2, 3 


Members of the Southeast District of the Ohio Asso- 
ciation of Colored Womens Clubs have resolved to 
fight for defeat of State Issues 2 and 3. The action was 
taken at the groups fall district meeting in Columbus 
oa October 8. : 

Delegates from OACWC Clubs in Newark, Zanes- 
ville, Marion, Chillicothe and Columbus voted 
unanimously to oppose the two Issues which would 
amend the state constitution to repeal recent tax legis- 
lation and make it more difficult for the legislature to 
enact future tax laws. 

OACWC State President Patricia Fletcher of Steu- 
benville, an active opponent of the tax repeal issues, 
spoke at length about the negative aspects of Issues 2 
and 3, saying that passage of tne two Issues would 
have a disproportionate effect upon blacks, women 
and disadvantaged Ohioans in general. 

Mrs. Edna Bryce, Vice: President of the Columbus 
Association of Colored Womens Club and a member of 
the Ohio Women against Issues 2 and 3, also spoke in 
opposition to the Issues.

Tenant And Landlord Clash 


Over Alleged Verbal Pact 


Verbal agreements aren't always valid, as an East- 
side man recently found out. _ 

Arthur Patterson, formerly of 1130 Franklin Ave., 
was evicted from this address after renting a duplex 
last January from James A. Pickens, a city health 
inspector. 

The two men made a verbal agreement that if 
Patterson took care of the repair work on the house; 
the amount of his labor would be applied to his rent 
or he would be reimbursed, Patterson said. 

Patterson said he kept daily records of his labor 
on the house from June to August, which came to 
approximately $695. 

Three months ago, Patterson's 15-year-old son 
was shocked by a faulty wire which prompted him to 
call city inspectors to come out and look at the 
house, Patterson said. 

Patterson said inspectors from Columbus South- 
ern & Electric Co. found that electric work had been 
installed without a permit of inspection and that 
there were electrical hazards in the house. 

City code enforcers also found that none of the 
more than 20 code violations had been repaired 
since the house was last occupied in 1978. 

Patterson said when he approached Pickens 
about the electrical work and the code violations, he 
was evicted on grounds of non-payment of rent. 

“| was living in 1130 but he (Pickens) had me 
fixing things in 1132, too," Patterson said. 

Patterson, a brick mason for 18 years, said some 
inspectors: car-easily be bought into saying a house 
is safe when it is not. “That's why we have so many 
people living in dumps,” he said. 

Patterson said he is filing a complaint against 
Pickens on the grounds that he rented out a con- 
demned house and was getting free labor to repair 
it. 

However, Pickens said there was no such verbal 
agreement stating that labor would be in place of 
money and Patterson was responsible for paying 
rent just like anybody else. 

“There is no place in Columbus where you're 
going to live for free,” Pickens said. 

Pickens also said that Patterson had paid cash 
from January to June. He said he is pursuing legal 
procedures to collect June through August rent 
from Patterson 

Pickens added that he is unaware of any code 
violations on the house. 

The duplex was rented to Patterson based on a 
mutual friend, Pickens said. “I didn’t run a credit or 
employment check. + went solely on the other per- 
son's word,” he said. 

Pickens said he later found out that Patterson's 
previous landlord had had the same problems with 
Patterson that he was having.
